BACH (JOHANN SEBASTIAN) 


BACH: Air (from Suite No. 3—“On the G String”), 
Bourrée (from Suite No. 3 for solo cello) & BEE- 
THOVEN: Minuet in G & Country Dance No. 1. 
CBS Orchestra, conducted by Howard Barlow. 12" rec- 
ord No. C-71411D; price $1.05. 


This record of four popular snippets from Bach and 
Beethoven is played with routine excellence by the Colum- 
bia Broadcasting Symphony Orchestra. The recording is 
subdued and clear, the surface — at least on the sample 


listened to — smooth and transparent. 


BARTOK: Children’s Pieces (Mikrokosmos), see

BEETHOVEN (LUDWIG VAN) 


BEETHOVEN: Minuet in G & Country Dance No. 1, 
see BACH: Air and Bourrée. 


BEETHOVEN: Symphony No. 8, F major, Opus 83. 
New York Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra, conducted 
by Bruno Walter. Three 12” records (six sides) in Set 
CM-5251; price complete with album $3.67. 

In July of this year, Victor released the Beethoven Eighth 
as done by Toscanini with the NBC Symphony Orchestra 

(VM-908T). As we remarked then, that recording lacks 


acoustic roundness and fullness, As the other two available 
domestic recordings — Koussevitzky and the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra (VM-3367) and Weingartner and the 
Vienna Philharmonic Orchestra (CM-2927) are not very 
recent, the failure of the recording in the Toscanini set to 
live up to his electric performance still left the field open for 
a superlative album of the Eighth. Announcement of a ver- 
sion by Bruno Walter made it seem possible that such an 


album was at hand. 


Let it be said at once that, in general, this is tonally the 
fullest and richest recording of the Eighth that we have 
thus far had. After some bad moments in the first move- 
ment, the engineers have gauged well the tone of the New 
York Philharmonic-Symphony — an orchestra which, even 
when not in top form, can produce lustrous sounds. In every 
mechanical way, this set is superior to VM-908T. As, how- 
ever, Bruno Walter's increasing habit of sentimentalizing 
through uncalled-for ritardandos is exaggerated in this in- 
terpretation, we are faced with a now familiar dilemma. 
The Toscanini interpretation is superb, the recording poor 
and thin; the Walter interpretation is overpersonal, the 
recording generally excellent. To this reviewer there seems 
little doubt that the happiest available combination of quali- 
ties is still to be encountered in the gay and ebullient per- 
formance by Felix Weingartner and the Vienna Philhar- 
monic Orchestra in Columbia's set CM-2927.

SOME WAGNER OPERA RECORDINGS 


Wagner has never been neglected by recording artists and companies. In the 1942 
edition of the GRAMOPHONE SHOP ENCYCLOPEDIA OF RECORDED 
MUSIC, for example, the mere listing of Wagner occupies twenty-three full pages 
(only two less than Bach, who leads the list). Many of these individual records are 
of surpassing beauty and interest. There are superb performances by singers, masterful 
ensembles under great Wagnerian conductors, souvenirs of world-renowned inter- 
pretations. Except for the earliest Wagnerians, there is scarcely one name connected 
with the long and fascinating history of the operas and music dramas that is not 
represented in the story of the gramophone. Lili Lehmann is there, and so is Frida 
Leider. Karl Muck, Felix Weingartner, Arturo Toscanini, and a dozen other con- 


ductors are there. 


The enormous length of Wagner's greatest works, however, has always operated 
against their being recorded complete. Among the attempts to capture on records 
more than one fragment here and there, a few stand out as masterpieces. Particularly 
remarkable are recordings of the 1st and 2nd acts of Die Walkiire, of the wonderful 
3rd act of Die Meistersinger, and of the Prelude, Good Friday Spell, and 2nd act 
duet of Parsifal. Here, lacking the complete recordings that may in some now unfore- 
seeable future be made, is the best of the larger Wagnerian recorded repertoire.

BRAHMS: Hungarian Dance No. 2, D minor (arr. 
Joachim) & RIMSKY-KORSAKOV: Flight of the 
Bumble Bee (arr. Hartmann). Nathan Milstein (vio- 
lin) and Artur Balsam (piano). 10” record No. C-

In its lengthening series of recordings of Nathan Milstein 
in brief solos, Columbia this month gives us his perform- 
ance of one of the less popular Hungarian Dances of 
Brahms, Well played, well recorded, this version is un- 
questionably the best available of the Joachim transcription, 
for the historically interesting record of Joachim's own per- 
formance of it (G-D803) is now so old as to be completely 
unsatisfactory from a musical point of view. On the reverse 
side (on 1%” of the reverse side) is still another version of 
Hartmann's violin and piano transcription of The Flight of 
the Bumble Bee from Rimsky-Korsakov's opera, The Leg- 
end of Tsar Saltan. It is played with immense technical 
dexterity, as an encore showpiece should be. It may be re- 
marked without carping, however, that there exists other 
music to which Mr. Milstein and Columbia could turn their 
attention to better effect.

HAYDN (FRANZ JOSEF) 


HAYDN: The Creation- With Verdure Clad. Isobel 
Baillie (soprano), with the Hallé Orchestra, conducted 
by Leslie Heward. 12” imported record No. C-DX1052; 
price $2.10. 


Isobel Baillie has a sure, powerful, and pleasing voice in 
the best tradition of English oratorio singing. In this record 
of one of the most beautiful arias from one of Haydn's 
greatest works she uses that voice amply and well. Unfor- 
tunately, the recording, done in the Belle Vue Gardens, 
Manchester, has faithfully picked up a peculiarly vacant 
sound full of echo. That one flaw aside, however, this is a 
truly distinguished vocal record, one that all lovers of 
Haydn's abundant art will wish to hear and hear often. 
More records from Miss Baillie are certainly to be desired, 
for this one shows no diminution of her remarkable prowess. 


LISZT (FRANZ) 


LISZT: Scherzo and March (1854) & BARTOK: Chil- 
dren's Pieces (Mikrokosmos), Book IV, Nos. 22, 32, 
33, 42. Louis Kentner (piano). Two 12" imported rec- 
ords Nos. C-DX988/9; price $4.20. 
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This is a prime example of virtuoso music played to the 
hilt by a master of the special technique required for 
Lisztian pyrotechnical displays. It is brilliantly and faith: 
fully recorded, and has been pressed on superb English 
Columbia surfaces. Even were there three or four other 
recordings of the Scherzo and March — this happens to be 
the only one — it seems doubtful that Mr. Kentner's version 
could occupy any but the first place. Liszt's music is more 
than most a matter of personal taste, and there will be many 
honest music-lovers to call this pompous and empty display 
fustian. Lovers of Liszt, however, and students of piano- 
playing could hardly do better than obtain this imported 
record while the supply lasts. The odd side, labeled simply 
Bartok: Children's Pieces, Book IV, Nos. 22, 32, 33, and 
42, contains four of the delightful, simple, melodious pieces 
from Mikrokosmos. Not one of the pieces here recorded, it 
happens, repeats anything in Bartok's own recording of se- 
lections from Mikrokosmos (CM-455). Mr. Kentner re- 
alfirms his high musicianship by treating them as appro- 
priately as he has treated the Liszt. 


MOZART (WOLFGANG AMADEUS) 


MOZART: Don Giovanni—In quale eccessi (recitattvey@ 
& Mi tradi quell’ alma ingrata. Joan Hammond (so- — — 
prano, in English), with the Hallé Orchestra, conducted 
by Leslie Heward. 12" imported record No. C-DX1075; 
price $2.10. 


Using the English text by Lady MacFarren (no better 
and no worse than most translations of Da Ponte), Joan 
Hammond has recorded some of the most beautiful music 
in Don Giovanni. Miss Hammond, like Isobel Baillie in the 
Haydn record reviewed above, seems to have a spacious and 
powerful voice. Like Miss Baillie, too, she here suffers from 
the echoing propensities of the Belle Vue Gardens, Man- 
chester. This is, nevertheless, a record eminently worth- 
while having, both for the intense beauty of certain pas- 
sages as Miss Hammond projects them and for the pleasure 
of hearing Mi tradi sung with understanding rather than as 
an obstacle race. If wartime conditions dictated the choice 
of recording hall, that choice is naturally to be forgiven. 


Otherwise it is not, 





MOZART: Quintet, G minor, K. 516. Budapest Quartet | 
& Milton Katims (viola). Four 12” records in Set : | 
526}: price $4.72. | 
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This is a recording that quite simply deserves nothing 


— but praise. The music itself is one of Mozart's greatest 


chamber works. (It is, incidentally, the one that has aroused 
pages of critical discussion because of the seemingly inex- 
plicable change of mood midway in the final movement.) 
It is performed superbly, vitally, and with all-encompassing 
insight by the Budapest Quartet, with the extra viola part 
smoothly fitted in by Milton Katims, Columbia has given it 
miraculous recording, recording that achieves transparency, 
full body, and fidelity to timbres without sacrificing ensem- 
ble. The surfaces, at least on the set listened to, are entirely 
adequate. Put this superior nchievement down as one of the 
half dozen sets for which, in gramophonic history, 1942 
will be remembered and starred. 


PURCELL (HENRY) 


PURCELL: The Blessed Virgin's Expostulation. Isobel 
Baillie (soprano) & Arnold Goldsborough (organ). 12" 
imported record No. C-DX1031; $2.10. 


Isobel Baillie here sings a magnificent and arresting song 
by Purcell, Not all of the text can be understood as she 
sings it, but as it is by Nahum Tate — Poet Laureate, and 
or as a tinkerer with Shakespeare's texts — there wiil 

some to say that this does not matter. What does matter 
is that the music is dramatic, alternately serene, pleading, 
and full of anger, and that Miss Baillie has the voice and 
the intelligence with which to sing it as it should be sung. 
The balance between voice and organ-tone is well preserved 
all the way through, and the recording is superior. The rec- 
ord surfaces are clean and all but noiseless. Any addition 
to the recorded Purcell repertoire is welcome, and this one 
is trebly welcome for being great music worthily performed

RAVEL (MAURICE) 


RAVEL: Daphnis et Chloé—Suite No. 2. Cleveland Or- 
chestra, conducted by Artur Rod:inski. Two 12" records 
(4 sides) in Set C-X230}; $2.62. 


What had been hoped for was, of course, a recording of 
both the first and second suites from Ravel's ballet Daphnis 
et Chloé. We already had the second suite as done by 
Koussevitzky and the Boston Symphony (V-7143/4), as 
done by Ormandy and the Philadelphia Orchestra (VM- 
667), and in at least one version recorded in Europe. Lack- 
ing the two suites, however, this subtle and clangorously 
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performed recording of the second one by Rodzinski and 
the admirable Cleveland Orchestra is to be welcomed and 
praised. In this music, Ravel joined his inexhaustible or- 
chestral wizardry to musical ideas of point and distinction, 
and Dr. Rodzinski has not neglected the distinction for the 
wizardry. Columbia has always had remarkable results 
from its Severance Hall recordings, and this one hews to 
the standard. This reviewer would like to believe, however 
falsely, that his constant criticism of many of Columbia's 
recent. surfaces played some small part in the gradual im- 
provement now being shown in that department. By all 
means hear C-X230F before deciding on a Daphnis et 
Chloé. 


RIMSKY-KORSAKOV: Tsar Saltan- Flight of the 
Bumble Bee, see BRAHMS: Hungarian Dance No. 2: 


SCHUBERT (FRANZ PETER) 


SCHUBERT: Ständchen & Sei mir gegrüsst. Amo 
Schellenberg (baritone), with orchestra, conducted by 
Bruno Seidler-Winkler. 12" imported record No. G- 
EH1262; price $2.10, 


Two of those songs that are at once so directly simple 
and so profound that we would know them Schubert's 
without his name are exquisitely sung by Arno Schellen- 
berg on this HMV record. His subtly graduated voice and 
wholly pleasing delivery bring out all the charm in the 
ever-popular Ständchen, and make us want to hear more of 
the less familiar Sei mir gegrüsst, The recording is wide- 
ranged and smooth, the surfaces superior. 


STRAUSS (RICHARD) 


STRAUSS: Don Quixote: Introduction, Theme, and 
Variations: Fantastic Variations on a Knightly 
Theme, Opus 35. Pittsburgh Symphony Orchestra, con- 
ducted by Fritz Reiner, with Gregor Piatigorsky (cello), 
Henri Temianka (violin), and Vladimir Bakaleinikoff 
(viola). Five 12" records (10 sides) in Set CM-5067; 
price $5.77. 


As the two imported recordings of Don Quixote (one 
conducted by the composer—D-LY6087/90—the other by 
Beecham—C-LX186/90) are likely to be unavailable for 
some lime to come, this new Columbia recording faces but 
one competitor. The other domestic version, that by the 
Philadelphia Orchestra, Ormandy conducting (VM-7207), 
was given superb recording, but to many it seemed that its 
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tendency was to sacrifice everything to dramatic effect. Mr. 
Reiner, on the other hand, may seem to sacrifice dramatic 
impact to lush beauty of tone, He has been awarded some 
of Columbia's finest technical work both as to recording 
and as to surfaces. The three soloists, and notably Mr. 
Piatigorsky, occupy exactly the right place in the middle 
foreground, and never attempt to turn the variations into a 
sort of triple concerto. The music itself continues to hold its 
place among the most durable of Strauss' orchestral works. 
CM-506% is a very distinguished addition indeed to the 
Columbia catalogue.

WALTON (WILLIAM) 


WALTON: Duets for Children & Facade—Popular 
Song (arr. Seiber). Ilona Kabos & Louis Kentner 
(piano duet). Two 12" imported records Nos. C- 
DX972/3; price $4.20. 


Expect nothing ponderous here — for on these records 
everything is sheer delight of a particularly delicious sort. 
William Walton is a very distinguished composer of seri- 
ous music, perhaps the most distinguished English com- 
poser alive. In the field of humor, whether humor simple, 
humor wry, or humor caustic, he has no rivals among the 
living and few among the dead. Turning his altention to 
duets for children — for their ears and minds as well, it 
may be, as for their fingers — he has produced ten. brief 
pieces of feathery lightness and lovely tint. They do not 
condescend, they never mock — they are childish, that is, as 
one applies the word to a child, and not as one applies it 
to an adult. Ilona Kabos and Louis Kentner play them as 
they ought to be played, down to the finest shading and 
detail. On the odd side, for more than good measure, we 
are given a transcription for piano duet of the sprightly, 
sardonic Popular Song from the music Walton composed 
to Edith Sitwell's Facade. Changing their style of playing 
subtly to correspond to the inner nature of the music, the 
two pianists project Popular Song flawlessly. The recording 
is of England's best, and the record surfaces are beyond 
criticism. Altogether, here is something so far out of the 
ordinary as to be perfect in a magical season, 
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MISCELLANEOUS 


Prayer for Poland (Chopin—?) & On Your Lips of i 
Coral (Marczewski). Jan Kiepura (tenor, in Polish), 
with piano accompaniment. 12” record No, C-71412D; 
price $1.05. 


This is, conceivably, the worst vocal record of 1942. On 
one side of it Mr. Kiepura sings Chopin's Prelude, Opus 28, 
No. 15 — the so-called “Raindrop.” On the other, his ma- 
terial is cheap and tawdry in its own right. He sings — — 
throughout in an affected, over-emotional, and at times l 
strangled manner that it is violently unpleasant. No con- 
ceivable excuse or purpose for this type of song or singing 
can be found. If there has recently been any hope that we ] 
might again receive beautiful song from Mr. Kiepura, his 
last three or four records have utterly dissipated that hope. 
Columbia has awarded him far better recording and mate- 
rial than anything in his choice of songs or way of singing 
them deserves. 


There Shall Be Music When You Come (Harding- 
Branson), The Star (Lummis-Rogers), & Come You, 
Mary (Gale-Craxton). Lauritz Melchior (tenor) & 
Ignace Strasfogel (piano). 10” record No. C-17353D; - 


price 79c. 9 

The reasoning that led the leading Wagnerian tenor of 
the present-day American scene to sing these encore songs 
in English is quite impossible to derive from the results. 
Mr. Melchior's English leaves a very great deal to be de- 
sired, He is obviously not suited to the type of song men 
with smaller voices and a more intimate manner (and with 
half his vocal equipment and artistry) can project with 
success. The result is about what might be expected were 
he to elect to play the part of Peter Pan in a Christmas 
pantomime. His voice sounds magnificent. He has been ex- 
pertly recorded. The sounds he produces simply have noth- 
ing to do with the songs in hand — which, taking it all in 
all, is perhaps just as well.

he started to work for one of the new struggling phonograph 
companies of that day. For ten dollars a week he rounded up 
impecunious singers and played the accompaniments while they bellowed 
their songs loudly enough to imprint them on the crude cylinders which 
were the early phonograph records. In the late nineties he met Emile 
Berliner, inventor of the gramophone and the flat disc record, which 
revolutionized the methods of musical recording. In the scientist's shabby 
laboratory, Mr. Gaisberg witnessed the making of the first gramophone 
record. From that small beginning has grown the great talking machine 
industry, and the author of this book was a vital factor in this growth. 
In 1898 he was sent to England to make records by the Berliner process 
for the newly formed British Gramophone Company, counterpart of the 
Victor Company in the United States.
